BYU  Enlarges  Student  Loan  Program

Plans  are  being  formulated  so 
that  ‘‘needy  students  will  be  able 
to  obtain  loans  from  private 
sources  rather  than  rely  on  the 
government,”  President  Ernest 
L.  Wilkinson,  said  Thursday. 

Although  details  of  the  loan 
project  are  not  yet  available,  the 
loans  from  private  banks  will  be 
provided  at  reasonably  low  rates, 
the  president  said. 

Plans  for  helping  needy  stu- 
dents through  loans  from  pri- 
vate sources  have  been  under- 
way since  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity announced  that  BYU  would 
not  participate  in  the  loan  pro- 
gram provided  by  the  National 
Defense  Education  Act. 

Under  provisions  of  the  Edu- 
cation Act,  passed  last  fall  by 
the  congress,  college  students 
would  be  able  to  borrow  up  to 
$1000  per  year  for  college  edu- 
cation. No  interest  would  be 
charged’  on  the  loan  until  one 
year  after  graduation.  After  that 
an  interest  of  three  per  cent 
would  be  charged  on  the  prin- 
cipal. 

The  Education  Act  provided 
that  the  government  would  sup- 
ply 90  per  cent  of  the  loan  mon- 
ey and  the  participating  univer- 
sity would  supply  the  other  10 
per  cent. 

President  Wilkinson  announc- 
ed the  decision  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  not  to  accept  the  federal

The  president  cited  four 
reasons  for  the  Board’s  decis- 
ion: (1)  the  United  States  does 
not  own  the  money;  it  comes 
from  taxpayers;  (2)  such  federal 
loan  funds  would  probably  be 
accompanied  by  control;  (3)  the 
offers  are  so  liberal  that  stu- 
dents might  be  encouraged  to  go 
unnecessarily  in  debt;  (4)  it  is 
the  philosophy  of  the  Church 
that  education  should  be  achiev- 
ed by  the  efforts  of  the  students, 
assisted  by  their  parents  and  the 
Church. 

The  Education  Act  also  pro- 


vided $59.4  million  for  graduate 
scholarships  and  fellowships.  Un. 
der  this  program,  1500  fellow- 
ships a year  would  be  given. 
Students  to  be  awarded  the  fel- 
lowships would  be  selected  by 
the  college  or  university  which 
they  were  attending. 

President  Wilkinson  said  Thurs 
day  that  the  Board  of  Trustees 
has  not  decided  whether  or  not 
to  accept  this  phase  of  the  gov- 
ernment aid  program. 

Announcement  of  the  details 
of  the  private  loan  project  shuold 
be  available  within  two  weeks, 
the  president  said. 


Sound  Board  Debates 
Honor  System’s  Utility 


Reasons  why  some  students 
may  regard  the  honor  system  as 
a farce  were  discussed  at  the 
sounding  board  Thursday,  pre- 
sided over  by  Dean  Wesley  P. 
Lloyd. 

One  decision  reached  by  many 
student  leaders  present  was  that 
faculty  members  in  many  cases 
regard  the  honor  system  as  non- 
working and  the  attitude  passes 
on  to  the  students. 

Others  also  pointed  out  that 
perhaps  some  of  the  indiffernce 
about  the  honor  system  may 
stem  from  the  fact  that  the  stu- 
denbody  is  not  properly  remind- 
ed about  it.  A suggestion  was 
made  and  discussed  that  the 
Daily  Universe  should  report  ac- 
tions of  the  Honor  Council  with- 
out using  names. 

Talking  about  the  Universe, 
some  present  said  that  a wider 
coverage  of  all  parts  of  student 
government  would  help  students 
to  understand  better  the  work 
involved  in  student  government. 

Other  student  officers  remark- 
ed that  they  thought  that  the 
campus  newspaper  was  doing  a 
very  adequate  job  of  covering 
campus  news. 

There  was  also  discussion  on 
the  sense  of  secrecy  behind  many 
student  government  actions. 

The  group  was  introduced  to 
Professor  A.  B.  van  der  Merwe, 
from  the  University  of  Stellen- 
bosch near  Capetown,  South 
Africa. 

After  listening  to  the  discus- 
sion, Professor  van  de  Merwe 
said  that  students  in  his  univer- 
sity had  very  similar  problems. 

Other  matters  which  were 
brought  up  included  a suggestion 


for  finishing  the  painting  of  the 
dome  of  the  Eyring  Science  Cen- 
ter and  the  problem  of  bicycles 
on  campus. 

President  Tom  Stone  then 
mentioned  the  Karl  G.  Maeser 
Outstanding  Teacher  Award 
which  would  be  presented  to  a 
teacher*  for  the  first  time  this 
year.  He  said  that  selection 
would  be  based  on  ability  re- 
gardless of  age.

Book  of  Mormon  Names  . . . 


Lehi  Stone  Reveals  Startling  Find 


Now  comes  the  most  conclusive  scientific 
evidence  yet  that  the  Book  of  Mormon  figures 
Lehi,  Sariah  and  Nephi  were  real  persons  who 
figured  in  the  early  history  of  the  American 
continent.

Here  are  the  details: 

In  1941  the  Smithsonian  Institute  discover- 
ed a stone  picturing  a man  and  women  and 
what  appeared  to  be  their  four  sons.  Above 
three  of  the  figures’  heads  were  glyphs,  'or 
picture  symbols.  However  they  were  not  at 
the  time  given  any  special  significance. 

Natives  of  Izapa,  Mexico,  where  the  stone 
was  discovered,  would  not  let  anyone  remove 
the  stone  from  its  resting  place,  although  it 
was  plainly  visible  for  photographs.  The 
Smithsonian  Institute  took  pictures  and  left. 

The  pictures  later  were  studied  by  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  archaeology  dept,  who 
became  so  interested  in  them  that  they  went 
to  Izapa  during  winter  quarter,  1958  (15 
months  ago.) 

While  there  they  took  a latex  mold  of  the 
stone  surface  which  enabled  them  to  get  much 
more  detail  than  was  available  in  a photograph. 

Then,  the  mold  came  under  close  scrutiny. 
The  findings  were  carefiilly  compiled  and  com- 
pared ...  by  now  Dr,  Jakemah  was  aware  of 
the  importance  of  glyphs  over  the  heads  of 
three  figures. 


Descriptions  of  each  of  the  three  glyphs, 
with  their  meaning,  in  the  Hebrew  language 
(two  of  three)  and  the  Egyptian  language 
(one)  we  will  allow  Dr.  Jakeman  to  explain 
in  his  own  publication.  Dr.  Jakeman  empha- 
sized to  the  Universe  in  a conversation  Thurs- 
day night  the  importance  of  the  public  learn- 
ing all  the  facts  connected  with  the  stone  in 
order  to  realize  the  importance  of  the  three 
symbols  and  their  interpretations. 

WHY  EGYPTIAN,  HEBREW? 

Concerning  the  two  languages  indicated  in 
the  symbols — it  will  be  recalled  that  the  Book 
of  Mormon  states  a “reformed”  Egyptian  was 
used  by  people  of  Hebrew  descent.  It  would 
therefore  not  seem  improbable  at  all  that  the 
Lehi  Tree  of  Life  Stone  had  both  Hebrew  and 
Egyptian  glyphs  upon  it. 

Dr.  Jakeman  has  since  studied  countless 
other  stones  in  the  Hebrew  and  Egyptian  lan- 
guage and  found  them  \o  use  the  same  symbols 
in  a consistent,  corroborating  manner.  This, 
of  course,  is  the  scientist’s  responsibility. 

During  his  extensive  studies  of  the  stone, 
he  has  found  82  corresponding  references  to 
Near  Eastern  art  and  23  corresponding  refer- 
ences to  the  history  outlined  in  the  Book  of 
Mormon. 

Needless  to  say,  this  discovCiy  is  of  in- 
estimable value  to  the  archaeological  world — 
and  to  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints.

TOKYO — Crown  Prince  Akihito  married  his  commoner 
sweetheart  Michiko  Shoda  Friday  in  a 15-minute  ceremony  of 
Oriental  splendor  that  shattered  2,615  years  of  tradition  and 
brought  joy  to  all  Japan. 

The  26-year-old  Prince  defied  palace  traditionalists  by 
marrying  for  love  and  bringing  to  the  threshold  of  the  throne  of 
Japan  the  daughter  of  a milling  executive  he  wooed  and  won  on 
a tennis  court. 

AKIHITO  AND  MICHIKO  became  man  and  wife  when  their 
jBhinto  wedding  ceremony  ended  with  a sip  of  sake  from  a silver 
bowl  in  the  inner  shrine  of  the  Imperial  Palace,  the  “other 
world”  for  most  Japanese. 

Atop  her  hair,  woven  with  a wig  into  a ceremonial  hair-do 
that  took  hours  to  perfect  was  a tiara  of  1,000  diamonds  set  in 
platinum,  a tiara  used  by  the  Empress  Teimei,  Akihito’s  grand- 
mother, for  her  wedding  in  1900,  but  remodeled  for  today. 

TODAY’S  WEDDING  was  a far  cry  from  the  old  days  of 
imperial  Japan.  Hirohito,  until  the  end  of  World  War  II,  was 
considered  a god-emperor  so  holy  none  could  look  upon  his  face 
as  he  rode  through  the  streets  on  his  white  charger.  Today 
people  looked  and  smiled. 

The  actual  marriage  rites  were  performed  before  971 
persons  including  four  foreigners  who  for  the  first  time  were 
allowed  into  the  inner  shrine.  There  were  two  American  news- 
men, one  French  and  14  Japanese — the  first  time  the  press  had 
been  admitted.

WASHINGTON  — Word  from  i 
California  is  that  elements  of| 
the  unions  headed  by  James  R. 
Hoffa  and  Harry  Bridges  are  up 
to  something. 

:On  the  basis  of  their  records, 
when  all  or  any  parts  of  the  Hof- 
fa and  Bridges  unions  are  up  to 
something,  that  something  be- 
comes a matter  of  general  and, 
perhaps,  urgent  citizen  interest. 

Hoffa  is  the  pint-sized  head  of 
the  International  Brotherhood  of 
Teamsters.  Bridges  is  boss  of  the 
International  Longshoremen’s 
and  Warehousemen’s  Union.  Hof- 
fa, Bridges  and  their  unions  have 
in  common  the  experience  of 
having  been  bounced  out  of  big 
labor.  The  longshoremen  were 
expelled  in  1950  by  Congress  of 
industrial  Organizations. 

The  charge  against  Bridges  and 


his  union  was  that  they  followed 
Communist  rather  than  CIO  pol- 
icies. Bridges  has  been  cited  end- 
lessly as  a notable  fellow  travel- 
er. Hoffa  and  the  Teamsters  were 
expelled  from  the  combined 
AFL-CIO  after  the  union’s  gen- 
eral operating  policies  were  ex- 
posed by  Senate  investigators. 

The  AFL-CIO  objected  primar- 
ily to  the  link  ' between  the 
Teamsters  top  men  and  notorious 
racketeers. 

From  San  Francisco  it  is  re- 
ported that  West  Coast  elements 
of  the  two  maverick  unions  are 
planning  to  set  up  a 10-member 


join  committee  to  deal  with 
common  problems. 

Robert  F.  Kennedy,  counsel  to 
the  Senate  Rackets  Committee, 
said  recently  that  Hoffa’s  racket- 
ridden  Teamsters  Union  is  “next 
to  the  U.  S.  Government,”  the 
most  powerful  organization  in 
the  country.

Boys’  Athletic  Clinic 
Scheduled  for  June 


SCHEDULING  SCUFFLE 

It  seems  that  Athletic  Director  Eddie  Kimball  did  more 
than,  listen  to  the  panel  discussions  at  the  recent  NCAA  conclave 
at  Kansas  City  recently. 

“Except  for  a couple  of  tentative  dates  we  are  scheduled 
through  1966  (in  football),”  said  Kimball.  Although  the 
schools  and  dates  can’t  be  released  yet,  the  Cougars  are  going 
a long  ways  to  “schedule  up.”  Cat  fans  will  not  see  too  many 
“big”  names  in  Provo,  but  the  BYU  squads  will  travel  to  sights 
previously  reserved  for  “football  name  schools.” 

All  schools  are  trying  to  “schedule  up,”  according  to  Kim- 
ball. The  only  reason  to  schedule  any  school  is  either  to  gain 
“prestige  or  finances,”  according  to  the  athletic  head. 

The  Cougars  face  a tougher  problem  than  most  universities 
who  are  trying  to  gain  athletic  recognition  on  the  gridiron,  ac- 
cording to  Kimball,  who  at  this  point  in  an  interview  usually 
grabs  a towel  and  begins  to  gush  forth  with  tears.  Poor  past 
records  make  BYU  less  than  a tremendous  draw  away  from 
home,  a small  stadium,  combined  with  a large  student  populace, 
make  contracts  for  Provo  an  undesirable  for  any  school. 

Kimball  makes  no  secret  of  his  desire  to  get  a couple  of 
undefeated  seasons  to  boost  BYU’s  prestige  and  ease  his  sched- 
uling difficulties.  With  an  undefeated  season  BYU’s  problem 
would  be  much  easier,  according  to  the  boss  man. 

LEAGUE  EXPANSION 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  conference,  Montana  State  Col- 
lege petitioned  for  admittance  to  the  league.  The  matter  was 
referred  to  a committee  to  study  the  feasibility  of  expanding 
the  loop. 

Chances  don’t  appear  to  be  very  good  that  the  Bozeman 
school  will  be  able  to  break  into  the  finance  and  prestige-minded 
conference.  Poor  attendance,  lack  of  population,  and  distance 
from  the  southern  schools  are  factors  which  don’t  leave  too 
much  hope  for  the  Bobcats. 

Arizona  University  at  Tucson  and  also  Arizona  State  at 
Tempe  are  schools  interested  in  Skyline  membership  if  offered, 
according  to  Kimball.  The  Air  Force  Academy,  if  interested, 
would  be  a real  feather  in  the  conference’s  cap,  according  to  the 
director. 

Kimball  sees  scheduling  problems  as  the  biggest  drawback 
to  expansion  of  the  present  eight  team  league.  He  points  out  the 
difficulties  that  the  Big  Ten  face  in  trying  to  play  all  their  league 
basketball  games  after  Christfna.s  vacation. 

He  feels  that  unless  a school  will  add  prestige  and  economic 
stimulus  to  the  loop  their  addi-

New  Mentor 
Grabs  Reigns 
For  Cowboys 

Bill  Strannigan,  former  all- 
American  guard  at  Wyoming, 
was  named  Monday  to  succeed 
Ev  Shelton  at  the  Laramie  bas- 
ketball reins. 

Strannigan,  presently  serving 
his  fifth  year  at  Iowa  State,  has 
also  coached  Colorado  State  Uni- 
versity. Strannigan  had  been 
making  $11,000  a year  at  Iowa 
State  and  was  offered  a raise, 
but  decided  to  take  the  job  with 
his  alma  mater. 

His  teams  at  CSU  had  a 60-30 
record  including  taking  the  Sky- 
line Conference  championship  in 
1954.  At  Iowa  State  his  teams 
have  had  four  winning  seasons, 
then  dropped  to  a 9-16  mark  this 
past  season. 

Strannigan’s  contract  is  report- 
ed to  be  about  $15,000  including 
side  benefits.  The  new  mentor 
signed  for  five  years  with  the 
Cowboys. 

Coach  Shelton  resigned  March 
9 to  take  a position  as  head  man 
at  Sacramento  State  College. 

Strannigan,  a Scottish-born 
coach,  made  his  resignation  from 
the  Iowa  State  job  effective  im- 
mediately, but  said  that  he  would 
recruit  in  Iowa  and  Illinois  be- 
fore leaving  for  L«aramie. 

Strannigan  played  under  his 
predecessor  at  Wyoming  before 
starting  his  own  coaching  career. 
The  new  coach  gave  his  love  of 
his  alma  mater  as  his  main  rea- 
son for  returning  to  Wyoming.
